Dr. Hopkins briefly reviewed the sub- 
ject of insect enemies of forests and 
forest products, and its relation to the 
scientific methods of forest manage- 
ment, giving as examples the ravages 
of the chestnut timber worm, the oak 


forestry methods, 
as to prevent the 
of timber. 

Dr. Hopkins aleo referred to insects 
injurious to forest products, used in 
railroad construction and methods of 
preventing losses; insect enemies of 
stored hemlock and oak tan bark, and 
the simple remedy suggested by a 
knowledge of the habite of the pest. 
He also spoke of the difficulties met 
with (owing to Insufficient funds and 
assistance) in conducting the elaborate 
experiments necessary to determine im-
